portant documents filed at the state 
house "was the report 
of the 
state 


commissioners of the Fitchburg rail- 
load, who declare that for many years 
an agreement has been in force be- 
tween the New York Central and Bos- 
ton and Albany road 
to divert the 


volume of passenger 
merchandise, 


which 
ordinarily would follow 
the 


Fitcrburg route, to the Boston and Al- 
bany. 


The natural result of this is to de- 


rreciate the value of the state invest- 
ment in the Fitchburg. 


\VouHl Jbca-e tlie Fltcliburg 


In an interview President Tuttle of 


the Boston and Maine railroad 
has 


given the following regarding the ru- 
mored leasing of the Fitchburg by the 
Boston and Maine: 


"As respects the Fitchburg railroad, 


I have waited for an opportune time to 
consider the question of a lease of that 
road by the Boston and Maine. I do 
not think that trie Vanderbilts feel that 
it would be rrudent for them to at- 


', tempt a contrjl of the entire New Eng- 


land railroaf field, and, therefore, I 
do not think that they were over anx- 
ious concerting the 
control of the 


Fitchburg voad; nor would we wish to 
control it in antagonism to the Van- 
derbilt interests. I think the New York 
Central railroad interests offered the 
Fitchburg somewhere around 4 to 4% 
per cent, on the preferred stock. I 
think it was about a 4 per cent, offer; 
other people think that, with collateral 


advantages, it was about 4% per cent. 
But he vever that may be, it is not 
now pertinent to the case. 


""When I learned that the Vanderbilt 


negotiations were ended, I entered into 
negotiations with Mr. Codman o" the 
Fitchburg, and the result to date is 
that I have informed Mr. Codman that 
I believe a lease can be effected mutual- 
ly advantageous to the Boston and 
Maine and the Fitchburg and the New 
England public. If the Fitchburg peo- 
ple are willing to accept a guarantee of 
5 per cent, upon their preferred stock, 
which of course, carries a guarantee of 
1 per cent, upon the common stock, 
most of which is owned by the com- 
monwealth of Massachusetts. 


"The Fitch'.urg people now have the 


matter under consideration. If they 
favor the proposition, it -fill have to be 
submitted in form to both corporations, 
and then to the legislature, irrespec- 
tive of the state's vote upon its $5,- 
000,000 of common stock; for there is a 
provision in the state laws that the 
legislature must pass upon any such 
question as between two railroads en- 
tering Boston. 


"With harmony all around I think 


everybody interested -nould be bene- 
fited by the Boston and Maine operat- 
ing the Fitchburg road, with connec- 
tions west. To secure good connec- 
tions west I think that the 2SOO miles 
of the Boston a.na Maine system, with 
500 miles of the Fitchburg system ad- 
ded thereto, should be in a position of 
advantage and importance and should 
obtain fair rates and connections."

A Group of Firemen Fall from

morning. Two lives were lost. 


The body of the housekeeper, Mrs. 


Jeliet, was found badly burned. The 
governess, Miss Elizabeth Montgomery 
was first missing, but her body was 
later found in her room. 


The family had narrow escapes. 
The fire started in the conservatory 


from an exposed electric wire. 
Nothing was saved although the house 
contained 
a 
valuable historical li- 


brary and many works of art. 


A crew of firemen numbering 12 on 


the third floor was precipitated to the 
second. 


All escaped but one, who is seriously 


injured.

New York, Jan. 9.—The most important 


Witr.i-sses in the Molineux trial yesterday 
were Morris Herrmann, a member of the 
firm in Newark for which Molineux was 
superintendent, and Edwin B. Hay of 
"Washington, who gave testimony as a 
handwriting expert. 


Mr. Herrmaan said that the firm o£ 


Morris Herrmann & Co. went into the 
dry color business in 1S96 With Molineux 
as superintendent, and it was upon the 
latter's knowledge of dry colors and 
chemical receipts that the firm started 
the work. Molineux was not the only 
one in the factory then who had a 
knowledge of chemistry, but Mr. Herr- 
mann said that neither he himself nor 
any other member of the firm knew any- 
thing of chemistry. He said that Moli- 
neux had apartments at the factory for 
a long time and made experiments in 
them. He said that Molineux had talked 
somewhat about going into the enamel 
business. 


After Luther S. White had put photo- 


graphs of the Herrmann factory in evi- 
dence, Mr. Hay was called to the stand, 
and almost the entire time which re- 
mained was taken up by his examina- 
tion. He gave it as his opinion that the 
letters signed "BarneC™ and "Cornish" 
and the admitted handwritings were 
wntten by the same person. He also 
said that it was his opinion that the ad- 
mitted handwritings and the disputed 
writings in the Barnet and Cornish let- 
ters, and that of the poison package aci- 
dress, were all written by one man, and 
that man was the defendant. Mr. Hay 
then gave his reasons for reaching this 
conclusion and his recital of the re- 
sembia^jces and characteristics in the 
writings was similar to those made by 
others who testified as handwriting ex- 
perts. 


Alfred H. Graham, paying teller of the 


Bank of North America, testified to hav- 
ing carefully studied the writings in evi- 
dence in the case. He said there v as 
absolutely no doubt in his mind that the 
address on the poison package and the 
•bogus Barnet and Cornish letters were 
all written by the same hand that wrote 
the admitted letters.

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WHITE STILL HOLDS OUT AT LADYSMITH 


Kepulses Boer Attack. Situation, However, Ap- 


pears to be Worse Than Ever. Apparent 


Lack of Co-Operation Between Buller 


and White at Critical Stages 


London, Jan. 9.—Anxiety lest !_:.(:;• 


smith fall before the desperate ass.iuh-- 
jnade by the Boers Saturday has beo:i 
rolievod for the present. 
While re- 


ports that after 17 hours of the fiercest 
lighting this wo,r has developed the 
Boers were imally turned out of the 
lodgments they had secured in his works, 
and the assault has therefore apparently 
failed. 


Whether this Is more than for the mo- 


ment is a. matter of such grave doubt 
that the situation cannot be said to be 
perceptibly brighter for the British. To 
be sure a report is afloat in London 
that Buller has crossed the 
Tugela. 


taken 12 guns, and Is marching on Lady- 
smith, but this rumor gains little cred- 
ence. 
That an engv^ement is pending 


or In progreas, may be true, however. 


The Huzzars and battery and field ar- 


tillery for which General Buller has been 
waiting, while Ladysmith is in deadly 
peril, are now at the front, and he has 
every available man, gun, horse and 
mule. 
General Joubert's army, after 


a belated 
and desperate attempt to 


carry Ladysmith by incessant bombard- 
ment, and deliberate aad persistent at- 
tacks in front, should h* on the defensive 
today, with the superior force opposed 
to It on the Tugela. 


Buller needs to be an exceptionally 


strong general In order to resist the pres- 
sure from the military authorities at 
home, from the colonial governing class 
in Natal and from his own army to de- 
liver a single crushing blow. What the 
emergency requires Is a cautious, yet 
far-sighted plan of operation, like that 
adopted by Wellington in the peninsula 
campaign. 
No British general since 


the battle of Waterloo has ever had so 
brilliant an opportunity for delivering 
a series of rapid and effective blows, by 
which the enemy may be paralyzed ami 
demoralized in the course of a single 
week. 


General White still needs relief; and 


the 
difficulties 
confronting General 


Buller are as great as before. 
The 


former's unadorned! sentences, as read 
and reread, suggest eloquently the peril 
in which the town was for 14 hours and 
how barely able his 9000 men were to 
keep from being overcome. 


The chief cor-jam for General White 


is in respect of ammunition. Sixty- 
eight days ago, at the beginning of the 
eiege, his small arm ammunition was 
vaguely described as "plenty." 
His 


artillery then had 300 rounds per gun. 
Some of the batteries have been in action 
frequently since then; and all were 
probably engaged last Saturday. His 
stock of shells, consequently, must be 
low, 
and this will make it difficult for 


General White to co-operate in a move- 
ment by General Buller. 


The entrenchments at Ladysmith, at 


described in a message that left a day 
or two before the fight, and has just 
come through, are fortified hills, well 
covered with rifle pits and

Monkeys in India are an unmitigated 


nnisauce, especially iu the country. I 
have often come across in the jungles 
adjoining the villages of northern Bon- 
gal whole troops of them, whose depre- 
dations iu fluids and orchards were the 
c^pair of tho unfortunate villagers. 
Theso troops always consisted of one 
huue malo aud ubotit 100 females. Tho 
fact is, when a little monkoy ia born in 
tho pack, it is an tiered to live if a fe- 
male, but instantly killed by tho father 
it' it happens to ho a male. Tha mother, 
however, sometimes manages to hide 
tho little one until ho ia able to get 
about ami then sends him away before 
the big male catches sight of him. In 
this way it ofttm happens that indi- 
vidual males are io bo found living by 
themselves iu single blessedness. Now, 
getting tired of solitude after a time 
and perhaps believing in union as a 
source of strength, these bachelors often 
join together and form a pack of their 
owu—as a sort of club. 


Then the fnu begins. They want 


•wives—very naturally. But how are 
they to get them? All the female 
monkeys of the country belong to the 
harem of some big brnte or other. 
Clearly, the only solution is to attack 
*suoh a harem, kill the gotha (the afore- 
said big brute), and then divide the 
spoils. So an ultimatum is sent—and 
rejected. "War is declared. The battle 
is a fierce one and often lasts several 
days. The party attacked always tries 
to retreat and often traverses several 
jungles, fields and even villages. But 
the pursuit is hot and vigorous, and at 
last a stand has to be made—sometimes 
in a village green or even an orchard of 
some country mansion. In the actual 
fight the 
females generally 
remain 


faithful to their lord and master and 
help him fiercely against his numerous 
assailants. 
But the result is a foregone 


conclusion, and the several widows, 
after a very short period of mourning— 
usually manifested by a show of ill 
temper—are consoled by the victorious 
males. 


Now, 
these battles cause sad havoo to 


the fields and orchards of the country 
and often prove a positive danger to the 
people, for, though monkeys seldom at- 
tack men, woe to the luckless one who 
ventures to come near them in their 
deadly struggle. Moreover, when pressed 
by hunger, these packs are not to be 
trifled with. Yon may not mind even 
the damage done to your orchard by 
hundreds of monkeys gobbling up every- 
thing they can lay their hands on, but 
it is quite a different matter when you 
have to shut yonr doors and windows 
and stay in for days at a time because of 
tho army cutsido. 


Consequently the object of the natives 


is to break up these packs by capturing 
their leaders. Killing is against the dic- 
tates of conscience, but capture j§ not, 
especially as the monkey is libeiated in 
a short time, as will appear prdsantly. 
So, whon a pacfc is about, the natives em- 
ploy the following method: Close to an 
orchard a bit of level space is selected 
and a hole dug in it, about 8 feet deep 
and 6 or 8 inches in diameter.

The cord is then passed through a pulley 
or ring attached to a tree close to the 
house and the other end held some dis- 
tance away by a concealed person. The 
noose and about 10 or 15 feet of the 
cord are covered with sand. Then a nice, 
tempting banana is placed in the hole, 
and a number of rotten ones—covered, 
however, with fresh skins—are strewn 
all over the ground near the hole. 


When tho pack comes, the females 


are too shy to venture out into the open 
space near the house, but the big gotha 
is a brave fellow*. He sees the bananas 
on the ground, leaps down, takes up one, 
throws it away in disgust, then another, 
with the same result. Suddenly he no- 
tices the nice, tempting one in the hole, 
and plunges his aria in. Immediately 
the cord is pulled, the noose fastened 
on the arm close to the shoulder and the 
monkey dragged willy nilly to the tree 
•where the pulley or ring is attached. 
Then the hiding shikari comes forth, 
aud, circling round and round the tree 
•with the cord held tight in his hand, 
binds the unfortunate monkey safe and 


, fast, all but the head. 
The pulley oi 


i ring is introduced not merely to bind 


i the raonkey to the tree, but also because 


I it would be highly dangerous to drag 
| the infuriated brute right up to a per- 


i son. 
i 
The monkey, however, Is not killed. 


1 Instead they lather his head and face, 


no special care being taken in selecting 
the finest soap or the purest water. The 
operation is an interesting one and a 
source of great amusement—to the by- 
standers. The monkey, however, dodges 
his head about, only to get a good dose 
of soap in his eyes and mouth. Then he 
has enough of it, especially aa he feels 
dreadfully achy all over and the oords 
cutting into his body every inch—to 
jay nothing of the personal remarks and 
the highly adjectival language of the 
bystanders. He submits to his fata with 
eastern stoicism. 
His bead is shaved 


clean as a billiard ball, and then the 
face as well, nice aud smooth, like a 
baby's. Then they let him go. But alas, 
such is the vanity of life, his wives 
•will not have him now that his beauty 
is gone. They disown him completely, 
out him dead. Nay, they drive him 
away from the pack with contumely, 
with tbe ends of their tails—in the ab- 
senco of domestic broomsticks.

Nitroglycerin and Its

FIREMEN THIM ¥ELL OF IT. 


New Enfflne Han Two Searchlights, 


Each, of Which Is ot Six Thousand 
Candle Power, and the Reflector I» 
Eighteen Inches In Diameter—Ma- 
chine Weighs Sixty-five Hundred 
Founds. 
Fire Chief Croker and Chief of Con- 


struction Ryan of the New York fire 
department witnessed a builder's trial 
the other night of the new searchlight 
engine which has been built for the de- 
partment on plans suggested by Chief 
Croker. The engine was built in El- 
mlra and arrived at New York a few 
days ago. The trial was made in front 
of the house of Hook and Ladder com- 
pany 20 in Mercer street, just south of 
Houston street, and lasted for about an 
hour, says the New York Sun. After 
watching the work oi! the new engine 
none of the firemen present doubted 
that it would prove a valuable addi- 
tion to the fire fighting apparatus of 
the city. 


One of the searchlights was fitted 


with a lens for dispersing ita rays into 
a long parallelogram.

The uutold amount of heat which 


thus leaks away through the cracks in 
the sky caiiaot be expressed by figures. 
It is only by considering what It might 
do that we can get uuy conception of 
it. This is probably the most striking 
illustration, aud is given by an eminent 
astronomer: 


Suppose a solid shaft of ice two miles 


square to be extended like a bridge 
across the gulf which separates the 
earth from the sun. If a track were 
laid on its surface an express train 
running at full speed would require 
more thau 150 years to traverse it Yet, 
if the whole he;vt of the sun were turn- 
ed upon It for a single second it would 
be melted, and in a few seconde more 
all, even to the railroad iron, would 
drift away as vapor. 


But what is the source of this heat 


that flows Into space as the gulf 
stream pours into the Atlantic, warm- 
ing the earth and other planets like lit- 
tle islands in its course? "What keeps 
up the supply? 


If the sun were merely a white hot 


ball, gradually cooling, our grandchil- 
dren would indeed get a chill; or, 
rather, neither they nor we would ever 
ha-se seen the sun. 
The final frost 


would have fallen long ago. 


Nor can the heat be maintained by 


fire, as we understand the word—such 
fire as warms and now and then 
consumes our houses. 
If it were a 


globe of flaming coal it could have last- 
ed but a few thousand years; it would i 
have been burned to ashes long before j 
we were bora. All the coal on the 
earth would hardly keep the sun going 


i for one-tenth of a second.

The first well torpedoed was on Colo- 


nel Mills' lease, near Titusville, and the 
charge consisted of only two pounds. 
Oil was worth §9 a barrel then, and a 
torpedo that would double the produc- 
tion of a well was worth almost what 
the maker chose to ask for it. Colonel 
Myers built 12 different factories in 
Jifferent parts of the oil regions from 
1808 to 18S5, when he retired from the 
business. Only one of the original fac- 
tories stands intact today. Myers made 
»everal fortunes and spent his money 
like a prince, but, fortunately for him, 
be still has a snag sum laid by.

light upon its object. The purpose of 
this is to light the interior of buildings, 
and it proved its ability to do this to 
the satisfaction of all who saw it work. 
The light, passing into a window, lit 
up the room behind as if an arc light 
had suddenly been turned on inside. 
This part of the apparatus is expected 
to prove of great value In lighting up 
buildings to enable the insurance pa- 
trol to cover up exposed goods with 
celerity at the beginning of a fire, aid 
the firemen in seeking for persons «r 
in exploring a building after a fire has 
been subdued. 


The lenses for making these changes 


In the character of each light are car- 
ried separately and can be applied to 
either projector. 
Double lenses can 


also be applied to direct the rays Into a 
square, which will cover a great amount 
of surface or light up the whole width 
of the street for a long distance to fa- 
cilitate work when the street lights are 
cut off or in dark neighborhoods. 


The two searchlights are both detach- 


able from the machine and coils of In- 
sulated cable, each 200 feet long, are 
provided on two reels, which will make 
it possible for the lights to be carried 
to any place near the machine where 
they may be the most useful. 


The body of the machine is the.same 


as that used in the smallest class of 
engines now furnished to the New 
York fire department. Instead of the 
engines and pumps for projecting a 
stream of water a dynamo and the en- 
gine to drive it are provided, and tho 
two searchlights are mounted one on 
each side of the front of the upper part 
of the engine just behind the driver's 
seat. The searchlights and electrical 
equipments were furnished by the Bul- 
lock company of New York city. Tho 
lights are exactly the same as those 
made for the United States navy aud 
are made so that their rays can be pro- 
jected to any point around the ma- 
chine. Each is of 0,000 candle power, 
and the reflector is 18 inches in diame- 
ter. The machine weighs 6,500 pounds, 
or 500 pounds less than the same class 
of fire engine. As soon as It is accept- 
ed it will receive a number and be 
placed on duty at the house of engine 
20, in Marion street. It will answer 
calls in the district south of Fourteenth 
street or perhaps as far north as Twen- 
ty-third street, and if It proves as satis- 
factory as it is believed it will, Chief 
Croker said, he would order about three 
more like it for other sections. The 
machine will answer calls in all parts 
of the borough. It cost between $3.000 
and $6,000. After the trial it was sent 
for the night to the repair shops of the 
department.

PARTIES IN OTtTNICIPAt POLITICS 


In its Sunday issue the Boston. Globe 


presented a symposium by Boston 
"statesmen" on party lines in munici- 
pal politics. Two of the articles seem- 
to have been well considered. One by 
Conmcllman Alfred P. Kinney is as 
follows: 


"Party organization is necessary and 


destnabte. The question of its necessity 
and desirability seems to be settled be- 
yond dispute. Partisanship on the part 
of office holders is altogether a. differ- 
ent matter. Candidates for municipal 
office have a right to express their poli- 
tical opinions and to expect the support 
iof voters who share these opinions. 
But immediately after election the suc- 
cessful candidate, enters into a ne-w 
relatioiL. He then becomes the servant 
of the whole people, and his oath of 
office calls on him. tlo reDreseixt and 
safeguard the interests of all the peo- 
ple and not exclusively of any faction 
or party. The fact that a candidate 
may have been elected by a strict party 
vote does not absolve him from the 
obligation of performing the business 
of his office frithout special favor to his 
political associates or discrimination 
against those who hold different politi- 
cal views in the abstract As an office- 
holder he is a public servant, and hia 
duty in this respect transcends his duty 
as a member of a political organiza- 
tion. In municipal affairs it is impos- 
sible to maintain inflexible party dis- 
tinctions and perform properly one's 
civic duties. 
The reason for this is 


that so many of the questions which 
»nt°r into rr.unic-ipal government are 
cided on lines of political division. They 
are often questions -which have to do 
•with strictly business matters and have 
no political significance whatever. It is 
•well enough to maintain party organiza- 
tion and to label candidates for pur- 
poses of political distinction, but 
a, 


member of a city government must 
very largely ignore partisan claims for 
the protection of the interests of all the 
people, even as a director of a corpo- 
ration mwt serve the Interests of all 
the stockholders, though a large mi- 
nority should have opposed his selec- 
tion. The minority have rights as well 
defined as those of the majority, and 
the interests of the corrwration can- 
not be protected unless the interests of 
ell he stockholders are protected, since 
the real interests of the majority and 
the minority are identical." 


Councilman Samuel Kasanof favors 


parties and gives his opinion of so- 
called "In-Se-pendent" movements." In 
part he says: 


"That the people are disposed to ac- 


cept political divisions Is obvious from 
the fact that certain areas of the coun- 
try, particularly large cities, exhibit a 
disposition to prefer almost uninter- 
ruptedly the representatives of one po- 
litical party. Party organization In the 
city as well as the state ought to be 
f rrn and strict. Discipline ought to lip 
maintained at almost any cost 
Only 


In this way can the will of the ma- 
jority be ascertained 
and respected. 


"With party alllancc-g flexible, it fre- 
quently happens that a candidate rep- 
resenting a decided minority of all the 
votftrs is chosen for office, thus defeat- 
ing the will of tho majority.

The senate committee on privileges

British forces, in a recent conversa- 
tion with G. Leveson Gower, which are 
printed in the January number of the 
North American Review. Commenting 
upon the spirit in which the British 
people have received the news of re- 
cent reverses, the Duke says: 


"One of the most striking features 


of the present situation is the steadi- 
ness and freedom from panic shown, 
not only, -as is natural, in military 
circles, but by the British 'ublic at 
large. This has been equally noticeable 
upon previous occasions when partial 
and preliminary reverses had occurred 
in the initial stages of a campaign. 
Military students, of course, are aware 
that to meet with unchecquered suc- 
cess in a contest with a brave and 
well armed enemy is a piece of good 
fortune too good to be relied upon, 
for, in spite of the skill of commanders 
and 
the 
valor of troops, Isolated 


checks and reverses are as probable 
in a military campaign as in the con- 
duct of complicated business trans- 
actions. Especially must this be the 
case where troops are dependant upon 
a long line of communication in the 
presence of forces numerically their 
superior, and where relatively small 
bodies of men are operating over a 
field of vast extent and are necessarily 
occasionally isolated, from, each other."

"At Downes there exists a fine li- 


brary, originally collected by a Buller 
o'f a hundred and fifty years ago, and 
continued by successive squires, par- 
ticularly Mr. J .W. Buller. In this 
library Sir Redvers has from youth 
taken a peculiar interest and has 
•added to it all its most modern orna- 
ments. Whenever he can find time, he 
is to be discovered inspecting and re- 
arranging the volumes and searching 
for gaps, which are to be promptly 
filled. The -annex, in which all the re- 
cent books are, was constructed by 
himself out of a dining room, and 
while he was making this part of his 
library he placed all the shelves and 
airanged the books with his own 
hands. As I have said, his own tastes 
lie in the direction of the higher class 
of belles lettres, but there were left to 
Downes the scientific and philosophical 
books of a younger brother, a bequest 
v\ hich greatly added to the value of 
the collection. This brother, who never 
recovered from being- half eaten by a 
tiger in India, was a man of very re- 
markable intellectual powers. There 
can be no question that Sir Redvera 
possesses, in a marked degree, the 
love of books, although his life has 
been too full of action to permit him 
to indulge it."

He deemed it imperative that some 
course should be adopted which would 
prevent a repetition of the Hayes-Tllden 
controversy, ana discussed fully 
the 


14th 
and 15th amendments to the con- 


stitution. He maintained that to at- 
tempt to force the black race into a social 
and political equality with the white 
ia.ce was only to clog the progress of all 
•mankind. The speech was a strong ap- 
peal for action that would benefit both 
jaces and a defense c£ the new consti- 
tution of Louisiana and North Carolina. 


Mr. Jones announced that the Demo- 


crats would no: delay the currency bill, 
kriowing full well that the Republicans 
had a majority and could pass it with 
ease. 


On the opening of the senate Mr. Gal- 


linger was warmly congratulated on the 
failure of the charges of violating the 
civil service. 


Mr. McLaurln gave notice of an 


amendment to the finance bill repealing 
the tax on circulation of state banks; 
notice was also given by Mr. Hoar of an 
amendment to the census regulations.

method 
of 


cleaning them. Extensions of the fair- 
face sewers are needed on West Ma':- 
Eagle and Ashland streets, and domes- 
tic sewer on State and Walnut streets. 
Mr. Emigh recommends that the sewer 
be laid under the river rather than run- 
nmgan intercepting line down the riv«r. 
on account of the smaller expense. 


Attention is called to the fact that 


the bridge question will compel atten- 
tion on the part of the city within a 
short time. The work of paving is re- 
viewed, and recommendation is mad* 
that West Main street be improved 
either by macadam or gravel.

The "EroHlve Action of 
Inflamed 


Gnsen" Cnnsen the First Serious In- 
jnry—IIoiv tlie Projectile Helps to 
Kill the Gun. 


The larger a cauuon the more exten- 


sive are tho injuries it receives with 
?ach successive* rliachargo. Al. damage 
Sone to a gun is internal. The separata 
action of tha powder and the projectile 
images the piece every time it is aimed 
and fired. Obviously tha amonnt of the 
damage depends upon the material arid 
workmanship of tho gun. 
Man who 


raako big guns describe the harm done 
their po*s with many intricate and pnz- 
r.ling terms of a sciontiflc turn. Iri one 
case a gnu is damaged hocanse the part 
of tho bora w'hich contains the powder 
la eulargod. This happens when the 
metal ia compressed, and it is more dan- 
gerous and more plainly seen if the 
gunners have been usi^g wads between 
their esploaive and their projectile. 


Then, again, cavities are produced by 


the melting away of a part of the metal 
by the heat of combustion of the charge. 
Cracks come from the tearing asunder 
of the particles of the metal at the sur- 
face of the bore. When it is first mado, 
a crack of this particular kind is barely 
perceptible,, but it increases each time 
the gun is fired. Gradually it extends 
completely through the side of the 
piece. Thfl crack usually begins at tha 
junction of the chamber with the bore, 
simply because, aa guns now are, this 
part is uot BO \vell supported, as tho 
others. 


Edward S. Farrow, U. S. A., is au- 


thority on damage to guns, although, 
like all others who have studied the 
question, he does not agree with very 
many authorities oa all the points to 
consider in the life of a cannon. He con- 
tends that furrowing or scoring produced 
by tho erosive action of inflamed gases 
is the great disease which attacks the 
very big guns first. This particular in- 
jury is most apparent where the current 
of tha gas is most rapid or at the inte- 
rior orifice of the vent aud on the sur- 
face of the bore, directly over the seat 
of the projectile. This scoring begins 
very early in the life of a very large 
gun, but it is conceded that it does net 
become very important until the piece 
has been discharged considerably. Lieu- 
tenant Farrow describes this scoring as 
resembling the bark of an aged elm tree, 
the metal being eaten away into irregu- 
lar furrows and ridges. 
In extreme 


cases, however, scoring has not killed 
the gun, although in some cases it has 
acted like a wedge and split the bore at 
the place attacked. 


Where the action of the projectile has 


ruined the gun the damage has been 
done around the projectile and in front 
of it. The elasticity of the metal and 
the crowding up of portions of it in 
front of the shot cause a rebounding 
process. The projectile, carried forward 
fay the force of the charge, strikes 
against the upper part of the bore; then 
it is sent against the bottom and again 
bounds to the top, and so oa until it 
emerges from the piece. The effect of 
this bounding motion is to raise and de- 
press the gun in its trunnion holes. The 
accuracy of fire is diminished, and, of 
course, tha gun is unfit for service. 
Bronze guns are the worst sufferers in 
this way. Mortars—short and dumpy— 
are not affected. 


To stop the bounding of the projectile 


gunners wrap the shell in cloth or pa- 
per or else shift the base of the mass 
to bo hurled. This last process is con- 
sidered the best and is done by reduc- 
ing the diameter of the cartridge and 
adding to its length. Projectile injury 
is also caused by furrows or scratches 
made by rough shells or case shot. 
Small fragments, too, break away very 
often from the shells and giva tho bore 
a grinding and cutting process, produo- 
tivo of great damage.

serious injury produced by the projec- 
tile. This is caused by a process which 
seems unavoidable. As the shell leaves 
tho piece it strikes against one portion 
of the bore.

TRIP ACROSS THE VELDT. 


Katnl Worne Than Cuba For BarbeJ 


"Wire Ft noes. 


When the light of ElaiidslaaKte was 


over, it was late at night, and long be- 
fore I could iiuU the road to Liulysiuith 
it haJ jjrown pitch dark. I set out with 
no misgiving, but by the time my horse 
hud stumbled against four barbed wire 
fuuces, cutting hlniKelf badly, 1 began 
to lose ponfiileute. 
It was like riding 


through Cuba. 'l rode on a walk, ex- 
pecting more fences, and straining my 
eyes out of their sockets, like a mariner 
in a fog, looking for obstacles, writes 
a special correspondent of the New 
York Journal from Natal 
Suddenly 


we went head first into a deep ditch 
or donga, as the Boers call ft. These 
dongas are very like the banks of tide 
river creeks in New England, abrupt 
and neck high with mud. 


Tired out with 13 co-itinuouB hours' 


hard riding and from the excitement 
of the day, I dragged myself and then 
my horse out of the mud. Soon we 
struck some ant hill country, which 
is worse than any prairie dog cities of 
the west. The ant bears had under- 
mined the ground completely. 
From 


the Egyptian darkness came a voice. 
I would have rejoiced if it had been a 
Boer or an Apache Indian, but it prov- 
ed to be the voice of an Englishman. 


Together we followed the black line 


of the hills on the right. It was use- 
less to attempt to reach the road. All 
that we could hope was that we might 
strike it unawares. Two more strag- 
glers came into our ranks, and we 
moved cautiously onward, cutting our 
way through wire fences and making 
no effort to circumvent obstacles. To 
see man or horse in front was impos- 
sible, and the only means of keeping in 
touch was by shouting. 


Painfully picking our path among 


stones and ant bills, we were brought 
up suddenly at the edge of a dark 
chasm. One of our company had fallen 
headlong into a spruit, or stream. 
When we had hauled him out and got 
his horse on to the bank, we congratu- 
lated ourselves on this timely discov- 
ery. This was Modder spruit and gave 
a clew to the road. As we were mov- 
ing off along the stream toward the 
drift or ford a cry of distress pierced 
the darkness. Hurrying back, we were 
in time to pull an army medical officer 
out of the spruit. 


At first he thought that he had fallen 


into the hands of the enemy, and for a 
time seemed doubtful 
whether 
he 


ought to be grateful. 
Prom the drift 


the journey was comparatively easy. 
though ouly two of the party— the 
Englishman and myself— succeeded in 
reaching Ladysmith that night. Four 
were swallowed up !n the darkness 
and wandered about the wilderness of 
stone aud grass until daylight. When 
the sentry challenged my entry into 
the town, my horse had carried me 10 
hours.

REMARKABLE FOSSIL FIND. 


Evidence* of n Prehistoric Civilisa- 


tion Fonud In Kansas. 


Evidences of a prehistoric civiliza- 


tion on what is now the broad prairie 
land of Kansas have just been dug 
from 30 feet below the surface of the 
ground by J. W. Dice, an Allen county 
farmer, says a Fort Scott (Kan.) dis- 
patch to the St. Louis Globe-Demo- 
crat. 
Mr. Dice has also discovered 


some most remarkable fossils of an- 
cient animals. His first discovery was 
on the banks of the Xeosho river, 
where that stream joins his farm, 
near Keosho Falls. It consisted of the 
skeletons of two immense buffaloes 
which were found standing erect be- 
tween 20 and -5 feet below the sur- 
face. Their positions were natural, in- 
dicating that tV-ey bad been suddenly 
caught by some subterranean disturb- 
ance or swallowed by a bed of quick- 
sand. 
Immediately over them was 


growing a walnut tree measuring four 
feet in diameter. This tree was witl> 
out doubt between 300 and 400 years 
old. 


Most interesting, however, of the dis- 


coveries by Mr. Dice are parts of a hu- 
man image, which seems to have been 
made out of concrete, though it may 
have been carved from a peculiar stone 
not known to this age. These pieces 
were found about 30 feet beneath the 
surface. To ascertain to what age they 
belonged or what hands probably made 
them will be an Interesting study for 
scientists. 
Thf workmanship seema 


to have been as artistic as modern 
sculpture. The -H^inity in which they 
were found was occupied by the In- 
dians until about 35 years ago and 
since that time it has been an unfre- 
quented praine.

I was wandering through the gronnda 


of a London exhibition one evening 
•when a short, foreign looking man, 
clothed In evening drees, approached 
me and eald in a low tone:

We left the exhibition grounds at 


once, going to my abode. 


"In the first place, my good sir," he 


exclaimed, talking in an excited under- 
tone—"in the first place I must tell you 
that this business is difficult almost to 
the point of impossibility. Friday morn- 
ing next about 3 o'clock Count Rode- 
holtz will cause to be posted or post 
with his own hand at the pillar box 
facing his house in Percy street, May- 
fair, a certain letter addressed to the 
Berlin foreign office.

trol if sa requested in writing by the 
park commissioners. He shall expend 
all funds appropriated for the setting 
out and maintenance of such trees. 
He may prescribe such regulations! for 
the care and preservation of such trees, 
enforced by suitable fines and forfeit- 
ures, not exceeding 520 in any one case, 
as he may d"em just and expedient; 
and such regulations, whi'n approved 
by the selectmen and posted in two or 
more public places of the town, shall 
have the effect and force of town, by- 
laws.
